MIAMI, Fla. Feb. 16.—Q)—Ginu- 
seppe Zangara shouted defiance today 
us he faced the bar of justice shortly 
after four charges of assault with in- 
tent to kill had been filed against him 
for shooting at President-elect Roose- 
velt last night and wounding five oth- 
er persons, and tonight, in a darken- 
ed cell, he remained defiant but some- 
what stunned by the repercussions of 
his act and apparently unable to un- 
derstand the sudden police interest 
in him. 

“I don’t want anybody te help me,” 
roared the naturalized gunman when 
told by Criminal Court Judge E. C. 
Collins he was entitled to counsel. 
“You're the judge and you can do 
what you want to do.” 

His arraignment was set for 11 
a. m. tomorrow. The judge directed 
the arraignment be postponed until 
he could consider appointments of the 
“best counsel” in order to guard 
against any accusation that Zangara 
“had been railroaded.” 

A special grand jury will be con- 
vened tomorrow, and while the order 
dil not mention. the tragedy, the 
state's attorney's office let it be known 
it would be prepared to serve the ends 
of justice quickly in event any of 
the victims died. 

Zangara, under Florida law, faces 
imprisonment under the maximum 
penalty of 20 years on each of the 
four charges, or a total of SO years.

FOR CITY WORKERS 


Average Slash of 12 Per 
Cent Ordered as Senate 
Passes Increase in Edu- 
cation Allocation. 


— | 


An additional blanket 12 per cent 
cut for the 2,600 every non-school 
employe of the municipality was 
voted Thursday afternoon by the fi- 
nance committee of council following 
approval by the state senate during 
the morning of a charter amendment 
forcing a 4 per cent increase in 
school allocations. 

The new cut will push basic pay 
slashes in various brackets from 12 
per cent to 38 per cent, and, if ap- 
proved by council, will be retroactive 
as of January 1. 

A total of $317,000 must be ab- 
sorbed if school allocations for the 
year are increased from 26 per cent 
of the city’s revenue to 30 per cent, 
as provided in the bill, it was pointed 
out. 

A reluctant finance committee took 
the action after it was learned .that 
the bill providing the hike in school 
appropriations had passed the senate 
without a dissenting vote. 

Budget Out of Balance. 

“There is nothing else for us to do 
but vote the cut,” Alderman Ed A. 
Gilliam, chairman of the finance 
committee, said. “If we hope to get 
credit from Atlanta banks, we must 
have a balanced finance sheet. ‘This 
legislation puts the revised sheet, 
which the mayor and council have 
approved, out of balance about $317,- 
000. We must make the cut retro- 
active as of January 1 to absorb that

You would really think that every 
person in the south knew all there was 
to know about frying chicken, wouldn't 
you? Well, I have had several letters 
recently, many of them asking ques- 
tions about chicken, so here goes for 
some chicken news. 

Fried Chicken. 


Fried chicken, new potatoes in 
cream, buttered new peas, fresh cher- 
ry pie with homemade ice cream—that 
is the menu which was the aim for 
the Fourth of July dinner on the farm. 
The fanciest menu in the world could 
never taste balf so good as that sim- 
ple combination. 

In these modern days we can have 
that menu almost any time, but it is 
still as good for the Fourth of July 
dinner as it ever was. Select a nice, 
plump fryer, one that weighs 3 to 
3 1-2 pounds. Birds that size have 
good meaty drumsticks, thighs and 
breasts. A bird that size neatly cut up 
and fried to golden brown tenderness 
is a feast to tempt the most difficelt 
to please. The results are equally de- 
licious whichever one of several meth- 
ods of frying is used. 

But before frying comes the cutting 
up of the chicken. There are almost 
as many ways to do this as there are 
cooks. The standard hotel method is to 
cut the bird into halves, or sometimes 
into fourths. When cut this way the 
chicken is a bit difficult to eat, and 
it doesn’t go quite so far as when cut 
up according to an old-fashioned home 
method. This is the way it is done: 

Remove legs at body. Separate the 
thigh from drumsticks. Remove wings. 
Then separate lower half of carcass 
from upper half by cutting through 
the thin muscles of the body cavity 
and through the small joints in the 
ribs. When this has been done the 
viscera can be removed easily, if the 
bird has not been drawn. Divide 
the lower half (the half which con- 
tains the ribs and the back) by cut- 
ting just back of the ribs. Cut the 
breast bone into halves lengthwise. Re- 
move the neck from the breast piece. 
This method of cutting makes 10 
pieces, not counting the neck as a 
piece. From a _ 38-pound bird these 
pieces will be of good size. 


Now for methods of frying. The 
simplest way is to dip the pieces of 
chicken first into milk or into milk 
and egg, then into flour. to which a 
little salt has been added. Cornmeal 
or sifted crumbs may be substituted 
for flour. Into a heavy skillet put 
about one-half cup fat and heat. Put 
the chicken into the hot fat- and fry 
until golden brown, turning the pieces 
often. Then turn down the flame very 
low, cover, and let the chicken cook 
25-30 minutes, or until tender. If only 
4 tablespoons of fat are used instead 
of a half-cup, add 1-4 eup boiling wa- 
ter when the meat has browned. This 
is a good — to follow when one 
prefers softness rather than crispness 
of the surface of the pieces, 


Another method is to brown the 
chicken thotoughly and then‘transfer 
the tightly covered pan to a moderate 
oven (325-300 F.) for 25-35 minutes. 

Chicken can be French fried very 
satisfactorily. Each piece is dipped 


| into milk and egg, then flour or sifted 
crumbs and fried in deep fat. The fat 


should be at 390 F. At this tempera- 
ture a cube of bread will brown in 30 
seconds. The thicker pieces, the drum- 
stick, thigh and breast, will cook in 
12-17 minutes, The thinner pieces will] 
require less time, 


Some peopie, df course, think fried 
chicken just. isn’t fried chicken un- 
less it is blanketed in a batter first. 
A thin batter is the most satisfactory 
for this purpose. The following one 
“— good — 

ne cup flour, 1 egg, 1 1-2 t 
salt, 3-4 cup milk, oss = 

Combine all ingredients and beat 
until batter is smooth. Dip each piece 
of chicken into the batter and fry in 
skillet, omitting the water. 

One fundamental rule to follow in 
chicken cookery as in all other meat 
cookery is to cook it at a low or 
moderate temperature. High cooking 
temperatures will toughen and dry out 
even the most tender of chickens, 


Frozen Desserts. 


With modern mechanical refrigera- 
tion there seems no end to the cool 
climaxes to meals we can plan in 
the way of frozen desserts. One of 
the joys of making them is that they 
can be made in the morning and be 
forgot until time to serve. 

A really desirable frozen dessert or 
salad should, of course, be smooth. 
Smoothness depends on the size of the 
tiny ice crystals in the frozen mix- 
ture. In the rotary freezer, which 
is cranked, the ice crystals are kept 
small by stirring. But in the me- 
chanical refrigerator tray freezing 
some other methods have had to be 
devised. Some of these methods are 
simple enough. One of them consists 


simply of adding some _ ingredient 
which keeps the tiny ice crystals from | 
clustering together as they form. | 
Some of these substances actually add 
to the flavor and the food value of 
the frozen product.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 16.—Exports 
of merchandise from Georgia in the 
first nine months of 1932 were valued 
at $17,968,049, compared with $20,- 
233,083 in the corresponding period 
of 1931, according to information 
made public today by the statistical 
division of the commerce department. 

During the same period, Georgia 
exports of anmanufactured cotton, in- 
cluding linters, amounted to 314,268 
bales, valued at $10,511,562, com- 
pared with 205,391 bales, valued at 
$10,021,154, in the first three-quar- 
ters of 1931. 

Rosin exports from the state in 
the first nine months of 1932 amount- 
ed to 365,411 barrels, valued at 
$2,071,549, compared with 393,632 
barrels, valued at $3,201,984, in the 
corresponding period of 1931. 

Exports of nuts amounted to 919,- 
340 pounds, valued at $36,671, in the

Turpentine exports amounted to 
4,710,622 gallons, valued at $1,908,- 
301, compared with 5,261,225 gallons,

Other exports from Georgia during 
the nine months included leaf to- 
bacco, cotton cloth, duck and tire fab- 
ric®, boards and scantlings, mineral 
earth pigment stone and stone manu- 
factures.

VOTE FOR REPEAL 


Both George and Russell

WASHINGTON, Feb. 16—In obedi- 
ence to the plank in the democratic 
national platform, both Senator 
Walter F. George and Senator Rich- 
ard B. Russell Jr., of Georgia, today 
cast their lot with the forces of re- 
peal when the senate voted to re-sub- 
mit the prohibition amendment to the 
various states for reconsideration.

DATE INDEFINITE: 


DAYTONA BEACH, Fla., Feb. 16. 
(P)—Sir Malcolm Campbell, intrepid 
British speed king, today postponed 
an attempt to establish a new world’s 
record because mechanics were unable 
to complete several adjustments he 
ordered made on _ his high-powered 
Bluebird. 

Campbell hopes to test out his car 
late tomorrow afternoon to determine 
if the adjustments are satisfactory, 
but he does not expect to make a 
record run until Saturday or later. 
Racing officials announced today that 
Sunday probably will be the earliest 
possible date for the next dash. 

The officials pointed out that low 
tide Friday occurs at 7 p. m., eastern 
standard time, and that approaching 
darkness will make visibility poor. 
They said it might be. possible for 
Campbell to make test runs an hour 
or so before low tide, but that the 
beach would be wet and too heavy 
to drive at high speed. 

They declared they would not have 
time to set up the timing apparatus 
before 8 a. m. Saturday when the 
next daylight low tide occurs and in- 
formed Campbell that the next best 
time for a record attempt would be 
Sunday about 9 a. m. Officials said 
the interim would also allow extra 
time for the beach to roll smooth and 
hard. Conditions of the beach had 
not improved greatly today, but it 
was hoped a northeast wind might 
spring up and force tides high upon 
the nine-mile racing strip. 

Mechanics have been laboring stead. 
ily since Tuesday afternoon to com- 
plete adjustments on the Bluebird, but 
the Britisher late today was not cer- 
tain when they would finish their 
task. Sir Malcolm was not satisfied 
with the performance of the Bluebird 
gears in his first test. run at 231 miles 
an hour so he ordered changes made 
in the gear ratio.
